A correspondent sends for 
publication tbe following story 
of "Pearlin Jean." taken from a 
letter written by Lady John 
Boot! to the late Mr. James Gib¬ 
son Craig in 1868.

Cheap and economical engines have been 
invented to do the lifting. For this par- 
pose windmill* are most economical for 
small plants, in regious where thuwind 
I la reliable. There arc other engines bet¬ 
ter fitted, for operations on a larger sralo. 

I One advantage cf wells is that tbe 
water can pe stored at any dc-urcd 
height, thus bringing all or nuy part of 
| the farm under water. Iu this connec¬ 
tion the authority quoted offers a prac- 
1 tieal hint for storage cf pntnpcd water: 
Tbe greatest goatees of wastage are 
evaporation and seepage. In a large res¬ 
ervoir or pond these reach their maxi¬ 
mum. qnd in case of an accident all the 
water stored may be-lost iu a day. It is 
much better to have two or more small¬ 
er tanks or to add to the depth at the 
expeuso of the surface area. Borne tanks 
have been made where the evaporation 
! almost equaled the resources cf the pump 
and tho evaporation nnd seepage com¬ 
bined exceeded it in dry. hot weather. 
Two tanks aro better thou one in easo 
of any accident that might render ono 
of them temporarily undoes.
